Lt. Col. Le Tning Hlen, said that more than 
10.000 South Vietnamese airborne, ranger infantry troops brgan 
pulling back from positions along Highway 7 at Suong and Krefe 
on Jan. 3. He said that, when the pullback, was completed, there 
would be fewer than 5.000 South Vietnamese troops m that part 
of Cambodia. Krek has been a main base for the Scuth Viet- 
namese since they first crossed 
the border in mld-1970.

Hanoi’s Forces Gain 
In North and South 

VIENTIANE. Laos, Jan. 11 
(AP) . — North. Vietnamese forces 
made major gains yesterday and 
today in northern and southern 
Laos, Informed sources said. 

In the north, Laotian troops 
were reportedly forced to evacuate 
Phou Cum, 25 miles north of 
the Plaine des Jarre s, and Sam 
Thong, southwest of the plain, 
while a North Vietnamese recon- 
naissance unit patrolled through 
the government guerrilla base of 
Long Cheng, the sources said. 

In the southern panhandle, 
government forces were said to 
have suffered heavy casualties 
this morning as they retreated 
from Ban Nhlk, leaving the 
strategic Boiovens Plateau in 
North Vietnamese hands. 

Held reports said Laotian 
tribal Irregulars abandoned Phou 
Cum after an artillery and ground 
attack In which 50 North Viet- 
namese were killed. 

Civilians Leave 

An estimated total of 3.000 to 
4.000 civilians, mostly military 
dependents, started a 50-mfle trek 
yesterday to the nearest govern- 
ment territory. Three civilians 
were reported to have been killed 
and one soldier wounded in the 
attack. 

The loss of Phou Cum leaves 
Bouam Long, 15 miles southeast, 
as the only government outpost 
north of the Plaine des Janes. 

Sam Thong— once a major ref- 
ugee center— was abandoned yes- 
terday afternoon after a heavy 
artillery barrage, sources said. 
Thai troops continued to bold 
an artillery base two miles east, 
the sources added. 

U.S. sources described the 
North Vietnamese dry-season of- 
fensive as the most Intensive 
ever.

No Tax Increases 
Proposed in Budget 


STOCKHOLM, Jan. II (UPD.— 
King Gustef Adolf VI opened the 
Riksdag (parliament) today with 
a government pledge, that there 
will be no new taxes but tough 
restrictions on expenditure in this 
year’s budget. 

The 89-year-old monarch, read- 
ing his speech from the throne, 
said his eight million subjects 
could expect a recovery In the 
economy this year after the re- 
cession in. 1971. 

“The budget estimates laid be- 
fore you are characterized by a 
general restraint and unchanged 
taxes," the king told the 350 mem- 
bers of the Riksdag at the cere- 
mony In the Royal Palace. 

The king was reading a speech 
written by Pr emia Old Palme 
and his Social Democratic gov- 
ernment. 

Finance Minister G xmnar 
Straeng proposed a draft budget 
totaling 59.1 billion kronor ($12 
Wtoon>, only 2.6 billion kronor 
($540 million) more than In 1971- 
1972. He estimated the budget 
deficit at 32 billion kronor ($670 
million). 

In his statement, Mr. Straeng 
predicted an international busi- 
ness upswing In the second half 
of this year and a return to nor- 
mal economic growth In Sweden. 

Mr. Straeng said the gross na- 
tional product, which grew only 
0.3 percent in 1971, would in- 
crease 32 percent this year. He 
also forecast rising private con- 
sumption and hi gher Investments 
In industry. 

He said the government had to 
tighten Its economic policy but it 
had decided to do so by restrain- 
ing expenditure rather than by 
raising taxes. 

One of the few areas spared by 
the cutback was foreign aid, which 
wm get a 25 percent increase to 
125 UUlan kronor ($250 million). 

Foreign Minister Krister Wick- 
man said Chile and Cuba were 
among the developing nations 
which would get more economic 
aid from Sweden in the next 
fiscal year. 

Mr. Wlckman also said the gov- 
ernment had decided to appoint 
fhll ambassadors to Cuba and 
North Vietnam.

KIEL, West Germany, Jan. 11 (TJPI).— East German 
figure skating cha mpion Gnenter Zoeller defected to the West 
today, carrying a razor, a toothbrush, a pair of pajamas Tr" d 
a change of shirts. 

"I would like to get a job training young figure skaters 
in West Germany, 1 ' the 23-year-old champion said when he 
stepped off the overnight ferry from Goteborg, Sweden. "But 
If that docs not work out, Fll work at my trade as a truck 
mechanic.” 

Zoeller defected from the East German team yesterday, 
on the eve of the European championships, in which he was 
considered a contender. He took a taxi to the West Ger- 
man Consulate, where he requested asylum for political 
reasons and later boarded the feny for north German port. 

Zoeller, from the East German city of Chemnitz, said he 
was sure nobody on the East German team suspected his plan* 

“I told nobody about it," he said. “The risk would have 
been too great." 

“I requested political asylum because I want to feel free 
and unattached and want to travel abroad when I feel like 
it,” he said. 

Zoeller Is the third East German skater to flee to West 
Germany in the past eight years. In 1963, Bodo Btv *gnnp«»i- 
d efected during Olympic qualifications in West ww - iin, an* 
in 1966. Ralp h Borghardt defected during the world champion- 
ships In Davos, Switzerland. 


CORK, Ireland. Jan. 11 (UPD. 

— TLS. Sen. Edward M. Kennedy . 
said again today British troops 
in Nothero Ireland compound the 
violence there and do not con- 
tribute to peace.

Kennedy to congratulate 
bjpi for speaking out an the 
Ulster stuatian, a council spokes- 
man said. His reply was read to

day and published today. 

Sen. Kennedy said In his let- 
ter: 

“If I were neither Irish nor 
Catholic I would fed compelled 
to speak out against the violence 
and brutality In Northern Ire- 
land, just as I have spoken out 
again and again in recent years 
on the violence and brutality in 
nrpHg u>y Vietnam, Biafra, the 
•Midriig East East Bengal. 

“To those who disagree with 
my decision to ma.fca ^ statement 
about Northern Ireland in the 
US. Senate, I can only &ate that 
my remarks were made on my 
belief that every effort should be 
made to end the violence and 
restore peace to a troubled peo- 
ple." 

Sen. Kennedy said the violence 
and bloodshed in Northern Ire- 
land are becoming tnrraftjriny 
causes of concern to awptiwhh 
of all religious and political per- 
suasions.

the luxuries he preferred, and he 
was never niggardly in spending 
it. 

He liked to wear a fresh orchid 
in his lapel every day. He had the 
flowers shipped to him all over 
the world, even when he happen- 
ed to be in one of the arid desert 
countries of the Mideast whence 
came his oil fortune. 

Mr. Gulbenkian thought noth- 
ing of importing a troupe of belly 
dancers from Turkey, at a cast 
of shout $50,000, to famish a 
half hour’s entertainment at one 
of his London parties. 

The mere exuberance of living 
was Mr. Gulbenkian's only real 
recreation, but when pressed to 
name his hobby, be replied that 
St was "pantar&riA." a word he 
said he coined from the Greek, 
meaning "keeping people on their 
toes." 

Domineering Father 
Mr. Gulbenkian was himself 
constantly on his toes, possibly 
because he had a monumentally 
domineering father, Calouste Gul- 
benkian. the Armenian multimil- 
lionaire oil financier. 

Nubar Sarkis Gulbenkian was 
bom June 2, 1896. In. the small 
village of Kadi Keui. Turkey, on 
the Asian shores of the Bosporus. 

A few weeks after his birth, the 
family bad to flee the Turks* 
massacre of Armenians. The in- 
fant Nubar was transported out 
of Turkey in a Gladstone bag. 

His father, already a very rich 
man, acquired homes for his wife 
and son, and later a daughter, 
Rita, in London, Paris and on 
the Riviera. In 1902, the elder 
Gulbenkian emerged as a major 
stockholder in the merger of 
Royal Dutch and Shell oil inter- 
ests. with which he broke in 1926. 
Later, he found his pot of black 
go:d in the Iraq Petroleum Com- 
pany, with a 5 percent interest. 
“Mr. Five Percent, 4 ' as Calouste 
became known, built up one of 
the most expensive private art 
ejections In the world. 

Young Nubar was educated at 
Harrow, Bonn University and 
Trinity College, Cambridge. His 
father, preparing him for busi- 
ness. saw to it that the youth 
became fluent In French and 
German. ("He was indecently 
thorough in such matters,** his 
eon was to recall. ( 

Even In his youth. Mr. Gul- 
benkian had a flair for making 
money and finding pleasure in 
life's delights. At Cambridge, a 
friend, George Ansley, said of 
him: 


"Nubar Is so tough that every- 
day he tires out three stock- 
brokers. three horses and three 
women.” 

Mr. Gulbenkian approached the 
subject of women with gusto, and 
he spent a breezily gay life chas- 
ing chorus girls. Finally, how- 
ever, he settled down to marriage 
—three times. He could be quite 
philosophical about what be 
called bis "marital follies.” 

"Tve had good wives, as wives 
go,” he remarked, "and as wives 
go, two of them went." 

In each case, he gallantly took 
the blame. In his autobiography, 
published in the United States 
under the title "Portrait in Oil,” 
Mr. Gulbenkian admitted mis- 
treating the former Hennlnia 


Feilo. whom he married in 1922. 
Of the former Dare Freeland, 
whom he wed In 1928, he said 
candidly: 

"I certainly cannot blame Dote 
lor our marriage breaking down. 
It was entirely my fault that it 
failed. Being younger and more 
virile than I am now, I suc- 
cumbed to other charms” — the 
charms being a young woman 
Mr. Gulbenkian identified only 
as ‘Diana ” 

Mr. Gulbe nki an task his time 
before plunging once more Into 
matrimony.

Mr. Gulbenkian's relations with 
his father were, he maintained, 
warm, but the two men had often 
bitter fights, usually over mon- 
ey. The elder Gulbenkian, wealthy 
though he was, could be ex- 
tremely miserly. He doled out al- 
lowances to Nubar, as though he 
were a child, until his death in 
1955 at th© age of 86. 

The son worked for Ids father 
at no salary. One day in 1938, 
he wanted to have a working 
lunch and had brought up to 
the office a light repast of chicken, 
in tarragon Jelly with asparagus 
tips, b ill i ng the $222 cost to petty 
cas h . The elder Gulbenkian up- 
braided him for charging the 
meal to the company. 

The younger Gulbenkian was 
so Infuriated that he sued his 
father for $10 million, an action 
he had been considering for some 
time to get what he considered 
his rightful share of a Gulben- 
kian subsidiary’s profits, which

Subsidies Put 
At $63 Billion 
By V.S. in '70 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 <AP>. 

' —The government spent at least 
$63 billlori In direct and indirect 
subsidy programs dozing fiscal 
1370, with most money going to 
producers rather than consumers, 
a staff report of Congress' Joint 
Economic Committee says. 

The payments ranged from the 
oil depletion allowance to money: 
to keep farm land out of pro- 
duction. 

The subsidy system was de- 
scribed by 'the committee chair- 
man, Sen. William. Proxmire, D., 
Wis., as a “mindless means of 
spending taxp a ye rs ' money.” 

The study, released yesterday, 
concludes that much of the in- 
fonnation necessary to evaluate 
the subsidy system “is hidden 
from public scrutiny." 

During fiscal 1970 alone, the 
study says, the government spent 
$12 button on direct, cash sub- 
sidies and provided $38 billion 
in tax subsidies, $4 billion izx 
. credit' subsidies and an estimat- 
ed $8 billion in “benefit- In-kind” 
subsidies. 

“Even these enormous cods do 
not represent a complete account- 
ing of federal subsidy programs,” 
the study says, 

• *Tn terms of their direct im- 
pact. there appears to be a bias 
in the system toward producer 
rather than consumer subsidies." 

It says only .food subsidies are 
given directly to consumers while 
almost all subsidies in agricul- 
ture, commerce arid - economic 
development, international trade, 
manpower, . transportation and 
natural resources are producer 
subsidies. ■ 

“There is virtually no analysis 
of economic .benefits and little 
analysis of the cost of there pro- 
grams,” Sen. Proxmire said of 
the staff study's findings. . 

“Nor do we Snow to what ex- 
tent they distort the economy by 
wasting resources, aggravating 
.. inflation and causing an Inequi- 
table distribution of income,” tire 
report says. 

- “It is essential for Congress to 
get complete information about 
subsidies: their economic objec- 
tives, their cost, who benefits, 
-their effect on private markets 
and their public benefits,” it 
adds. 

Sen. Proxmire’s Subcommittee 
cm Priorities and Economy in 
Government will examine the sub- 
tidy question In a series of hear- 
ings later this month. 

-The staff study Identifies these 
as - among specific subsidy costs 
for fiscal year 1970: 

Commerce and economic devel- 
opment, mostly tax subsidies to 
. business, $30 billion; agriculture, 
** $5 bQhon: transportation, $1 bu- 
tton; natural resources, $3 bil- 
lion; international trade. $1 bil- 
lion; housing, $8 billion, food sub- 
sidies, $2.5 billion; manpower, 
$15 billion; and medical care, 
$8 billion. 

The study was hailed by con- 
sumer advocate Ralph Nader as a 
-giant step toward “informing 
.small taxpayers how much of 
their dollar goes toward subsidiz- 
ing large corporations.''

I ni r» n SaPTI 
taken into custody for allegedly Uw/ll 


U.S. Insists on Questioning 
Russian Before He Can Leave

NEW YORK, Jan. 11.— 
The UJ3. government told Soviet 
officials today that It insists on 
an interview with a Soviet ex- 
change* student who reportedly 
Slashed his wrists and throat at 
Kennedy Airport on Sunday, or 
he will not be permitted to leave 
the country.

T V Violence Has Little Effect 
On Youth, U.S. Report States 


NEW YORK, Jan. 11 <NYT>. — 
The office of the tJ-S. Surgeon- 
General has found that violence 
in television programming does 
not have an adverse effect oh 
the majority of the nation's 
youth,, but may influence small 
groups of youngsters predisposed 
by many factors to aggressive 

behavior. 

This finding was contained in . 
a study conducted by the Sur- 
gecn-General’s Scientific Advisory 
Committee on Television and 
Social Behavior. The study be- 
came available yesterday in 
Washington. 

Formal release of the study, 
which includes 43 separate papers, 
Is expected in two weeks to a 
month, but the overall conclu- 
sions of the long and controver- 
sial examination have been ap- 
proved by the committee. No 
significant last-minute revisions 
are anticipated. 

The complete study wfii be 
submitted to Rgn John O. 
Past ore, D„ Ri, chairman of the 
Senate Subcommittee on Com- 
munications, who had requested 

the study more than two years 
ago. 

The Surgeon-General's Scien- 
tific Advisory Committee reported 
that the general prevalence of 
violence on TV as a whole re- 
mained constant between 1967 
and 1969, but that the nature of 
the violence altered. 

“Fatalities declined and the 
proportion of leading characters 
en g a ge d -in violence or killing 
declined” the summary said. 
The former dropped from 73 to 
. 64 percent, the latter from 19 to 
5 percent. The consequence is 
that as many violent incidents 
occurred in 19® as In 1967 but 
a mailer proportion of characters 
were Involved and the violence 
was far less lethal.” 

In the case of cartoons and 
comedies, however, the Surgeon- 
General's Scientific Advisory 
Committee will lend support to 
complaints made against the 
fin fair Hay morning, fare of the 
networks. 

“Violence increased from 1967 
to 1969 in cartoons and in come- 
dies," the summary said. “Car- 
toons were the most violent type 
of program in these years."

to a status of high honor. 

The death of Marshal Chen. 71. 
from cancer last Thursday was 
reported yesterday by the Peking 
radio. It added that both Mao 
TSe-tung. chairman of the 
Chinese Communist party, and 
Premier Chon En-lai had attend- 
ed a special memorial meeting at 
Pricing's Pa Pao Shan Cemetery. 
Their reported comments indicat- 
ed that they both held Mr. Chen 
to warm affection. 

Chairman Mao. whose public 
appearances mark any occasion 
with high significance, extended 
his “sincere and Intimate regards” 
to Chang Chian, Mr. Chen’s 
widow, according to the radio. He 
also "encouraged the bereft family 
of Chen Yi to continue to struggle 
to render' the best service to the 
people,” the radio said. 

Mr. Chou said at the memorial 
meeting that he was speaking 
with profound grief. Recalling Mr. 
Chen’s career, he said that he had 
been a “brilliant party member 
and a loyal warrior of the Chinese 
people." 

‘A Great Member’ 

The death of Chen Yi depriv- 
ed the party and the army of a 
great member” he said. “One has 
to turn grief to strength and to 
rally under the leadership of 
Chairman Mao while refraining 
from arrogance and impetuosity 
11 one is to Cherish Ins memory. 
Let Chen Yi rest in peace.” 

Other leaders attending the 
memorial meeting were Chiang 
Ching, Chairman Mao’s wife, 
Soong Ching-ling, 81, the widow 
of Dr. Sim Yat-sen, China’S first 
revolutionary leader of the 20th 
century. A deputy chM-timuri of 
China, she not made a public 
appearance for more than a year. 

The exceptional tribute paid to 
Mr. Chen by the presence of Mr. 
Chou and Chair man Mao was 
regarded here as a rebuke to those 
who denigrated the -fnreign min- 
ister — a post in which he had not 
been active since 1969 — during the 
Cultural Revolution and to those 
who took away his Politburo 
ranking. Those to blame in the 
first instance were the radical 
Red Guards, who subsequently 
lost influence to the 1960s purge.. 
Those responsible for his demo- 
tion in the party must have been 
high-ranking officials. 

The one man not to a position 
to question the memorial honors 
bestowed on Mr. Chen Is Lin Piao, 
defense minister and party dep- 
uty chairman until his apparent 
purge or death last year. The re-

Burly and ebullient to his hey- 


day, Mr. Chen became head at 
the Foreign Ministry to 1958 and 
traveled widely abroad, where he 
was often outspoken. 

His health began to fail during 
the Cultural Revolution, when ho 
came under attack from the 
radical left. He made repeated 
self-criticisms but these were 
considered unsatisfactory. The in- 
tervention of Air. Chau and 
Chairman Mao removed hun 
from the direct line of fire, bus 
a remark attributed to Chairman 
Mao indicated the toll taken. 

According to a Red Guard 
newspaper. Chairman Mao said: 
“How can Chen be struck down? 
He has been with us 40 years and 
has so many achievements. He 
has lost 27 pounds in weight. Z 
cannot show him to foreign 
guests In this condition." 

Mr. Chen last appeared public- 
ly In the role of foreign minister 
to September, 1968. He was drop- 
ped from the party policy-mak- 
ing body— the Politburo cf the 
Central Committee — in April, 
1969. but given new military 
responsibilities as a deputy chair- 
man of the Central Committees 
military commission. 

Marshal Chen had been to the 
forefront of the Communist 
movement in China almost from 
Its founding in 1931. 

He led Communist armies 
against the Chinese Nationalists 
during the civil war before 'World 
War n, against the Japanese In 
World War U and again against 
the Nationalists until the Com- 
munist victory In 1949. 

He then turned to politics and 
diplomacy, rising rapidly through 
the party apparatus to become a 
member of the Politburo, foreign 
minister and a deputy premier. 

His biographers say he was & 
man of considerable intelligence 
and wit, a capable leader and 
skillful negotiator. 

He Is also said to have been a 
gourmet, perhaps reflecting his 
student years to Paris, to have 
bad & keen interest to the arts, 
to have written passable poetry 
and to have been honorary chair- 
man of the chess federation of

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The Wide-Ranging Democrats 


The formal entry of former Vice-President 
Hubert Humphrey Into the Pennsylvania 
primary add§ anptjier name to the crowded 
and varied elate of Democratic contenders 
for t&e presidency. gatfs diversity is a normal 
reflection of the aspirations of the party 
out of power In any presidential year, but 
the Democrats are carrying It to an unusual 
degree. From Shirley Chisholm, the blaek eon* 
gtesswotnan of Brooklyn, to Gov. George 
Wallace of Alabama, there Is a range of per- 
sonality and Ideology that even the free- 
wheeling Democrats have seldom experienc- 
ed, whether the party was in or out of na- 
tional office. 

It is doubtful whether the Democrats as 
a party axe as seriously divided as this range 
would seem to indicate. What Is more JJfcely 
is that the numerous Democratic presidential 
hopefuls represent a reaction to the uncer- 
tain state of party politics within the United 
States as a whole— one that might well find 
expression among Republicans, too, if they 
did not have a President in the White House, 
with all the centralizing political influence 
that implies. Traditional political allegiances 
ti-nd alignments have been, gravely weakened, 
over the past decade. The South cannot he 
counted on as either solidly Democratic or 
solidly conservative; the farm vote has lost 
much of its effect and cohesion; the urban 
bloc — for which New. York's Mayor Lindsay 
Is the most effective spokesman— has not yet 


aomired any fixed political philosophy. Yet 
it Is probable that the distinction between 
urban and suburban interests is now more 
Important than the older town and country 
dichotomy, apd, since urban problems are 
now virtually universal, more significant than 
former regional differences.' • 

In ether words, thp Democrats are search- 
ing for a unifying theme, rather than, neces- 
sarily, a unifying candidate. The Republicans 
have their theme In the Nixon administra- 
tion — a pragmatic theme, contested from 
right and left within the party, but one that 
plight win the election if the administra- 
tion shows, by November, that it can work. 

Barring some electrifying crystallisation of 
the Democratic opposition by another Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan, it Is probable that the 
party will rally around a Muskie or a Mc- 
Govern, and seek to capitalize on the discon- 
tents aroused by four years of Nixon. The 
right-wing Democrats — the Wallaces. Jack- 
sons and Yortys— pose the only real ideo- 
logical differences within the Democratic 
ranks and they do not seem to have the clout 
to produce the kind of conservative swing 
that gave the Democrats such candidates as 
Alton B. Parker in 1904 and John W. Davis 
in 1924. And after the conventions, both par- 
ties will grope, as best they can, through the 
clusters of new attitudes and new interests 
that have abraded the old party's loyalties 
and made outdated platitudes Qf old party 
platforms. 


U.S.-Japan: Summit or Nadir 


The five summit conferences just held with 
the United States’ most important partners 
abro ad, culminating in talks with Japan's 
leaders, have provided a partial antidote to 
the go-it-alone policies that have poisoned 
the country’s alliances since July. But the 
limited results of the Nlxon-gatp meeting In 
San Clemente suggest that, in Japan's ease, 
the malaise stirred by last year's “Nixon 
shocks” will not be Quickly dissipated. A 
major, continuing effort will be needed 
Just to prevent further deterioration In 
America's most vital Pacific relationship. 

Apart from the usual verbal bouQuets, 
positive announcements from the San Cle- 
mente summit were unusually meager in 
number and Importance. Okinawa will revere 
to Japan on May 15, six weeks earlier than 
Washington had Intended. American nu- 
clear weapons there will be withdrawn before 
then, as planned. Progress has been made— 
but no agreements have been reached as yet 
—on trade Issues, Least meaningful of an, 
a "hot line” will be set up between Tokyo 
and Washington^- aa if the breakdown in 
communications might have been less di- 
sastrous if Premier Sato had been Informed 
of Mr. Nixon's prolonged secret negotiations 
with China a few hours rather than a few 
minutes before the President’s surprise July 
announcement of his projected trip to 
Peking. 

The crux of the problem is that the united 
States for a quarter-century has been the 
fixed sun around which Japan has revolved. 
That sun now has moved. The certainty that 
it will be in its place every morning is gone. 
Japan’s concept of a benevolent America, 
acting in the common interest, has been fun- 
damentally altered. Mr. Nixon last summer 
announced the opening of an era of rivalry 
with America's allies in West Europe and 
Japan, coinciding with his “era of negotia- 
tions” with the rivals of the past, Russia 
and China. Re began to talk of promoting 
American interests first and to act in the 
same way — on pocket book as well as political 


issues abroad. Tokyo, as a result, has begun 
to talk about and grope for a revival of a 
Japan-centered foreign policy. 

it is evident that the two governments no 
longer have common policies, particularly on 
China. The communique was silent on the 
critical issues of Taiwan and Korea. Although 
the United States h as troops in both coun- 
tries and Japan vital economic and defense 
Interests, the policies of Tokyo and Wash- 
ington in both areas are shifting under 
Peking's pressure for change. 

Mr. Sato is a lame duck after seven years 
in. office. Peking refuses tq deal with him 
and in other ways he is hampered in making 
the changes in Japanese policy that un- 
doubtedly will follow his departure. But he 
already has begun to loosen Japan’s commit- 
ments to Taiwan in preparation for an ac- 
commodation with Peking. His economic 
aides are moving to reduce Japan’s depen- 
dence on the United States and the dollar. 
They have announced plans for a ‘Yen set- 
tlements union.” a kind of yen bloc in Asia 
that faintly recalls the World War XL 
Greater East Asia Co-Prosperity Sphere. 
There is more talk in Tokyo of self-reliance 
in defense Including nuclear defense. 

"The failure of our leadership has left us 
exposed as a hapless small power manipulat- 
ed at will by big powers.” the country’s lead- 
ing financial newspaper recently wrote. 
“This is our most serious crossroads since the 
end of the war. We must question the Amer- 
ican alliance and we must ask whether 
economic power by Ltself Is really an effective 
means to insure our national interests.” 

It is evident that the America-first na- 
tionalism into which Mr. Nixon drifted last 
summer has evoked a nationalist response 
among many allies. Nowhere is it more dan- 
gerous than in Japan. The San Clemente 
summit, following on Mr. Nixon's December 
agreements defusing the international mon- 
etary and trade crisis, is only a beginning in 
the vital task of restoring confidence be- 
tween the United States and Japan.

■pARIS.— A few years agu Mau.- 
ripe Couve de Murvflle, the 
eminent French statesman who 
has served his country both as 
foreign min ister and premier, 
complained to me that it was im* 
possible to talk confidentially 
with American leaders. The rea- 
son, he said, was that they im- 
mediately made memoranda of 
such conversations end distribut- 
ed them to Washington, and al- 
lied capitals. Often these sub- 
sequently leaked to the press. 

Rather sadly he commented 
that the substance of every talk 
almost invariably was spread be- 
yond its designated audience. Re- 
cently Coqve de MurvDle had had 
a very confidential dismission 
with an important American and 
yet, two days later, it was publish- 
ed to the newspapers. If the 
French government specifically 
requested that special care be 
taken to safeguard secrecy, re- 
ports were merely labelled "top 
secret” instead of “secret” when 
they were circulated— and often 
leaked. 


This made it extremely hard 
for France to deal with the 
United States. At that time, 
there were certain pressing and 
sensitive issues which Paris felt 
required urgent review with 
Washington. Yet it wap frustrat- 
ed because even to informal con- 
versations a man like the Amer- 
ican secretary of state would dic- 
tate memoranda— and then these 
memoranda, or their substance, 
would be cl as s ifi ed and «gr>fc 
around.

torial departments. The nadir ol 
business-editorial amity was 
achieved an the Parts Chicago 
Tribune (1017-1931), whose edi- 
torial staff regarded the business 
departments, in Its momenta of 
wildest enthusiasm, with - utter 
contempt. A bewildered morning 
visitor who had somehow blunder- 
ed unchallenged the whole length 
of the office once penetrated to 
the city room hi the rear, unin- 
habited at that time of day ex- 
cept by Lansing Warren, who was 
sitting in the dob of the big copy 
desk, his head bent law owe r a 
story he was correcting. “The 
advertising manager, please?" the 
visitor Inquired. “Second home’s 
arse to the left," Warren answer- 
ed, without lifting his head, thus 
taking care of the circulation 
manager as well. 

The lost visitor had achieved 
a considerable feat In finding his 
way ongulded to the city room. 
The office of the Chicago Tribune 
ran toe whale length of the build- 
ing from the Hue Lamartine to 
the Rue Lafayette, and almost all 
of it was occupied by the business 
department, rank after serried 
rank of men and women pushing 
pens or pencils, shouting into 
telephones, clattering on type- 
writers or operating adding ma- 
chines. One visitor who made the 
Interminable trek through this 
Jungle of desks to reach a city 
roam the size of the dining room 
of my small apartment, flahber- 
rted at the disproportion of 
business to editorial TnMvr>» gasp- 
ed: “But what do all those people 
out there do?” ‘‘They're auditing 
each other's figures,” somebody 
said, and this, as we were to 
discover later on, somewhat spec- 
tacularly, was exactly what they 
were doing; furthermore, the fig- 
ures they were manipulating rep- 
resented no reality.

ed Swiss named Windblatt, who 
sat all day long in his wire cage 
at the door, as motionless as a 
stuffed animal, hut less attractive.

This ceremony was followed at 
the end of each month by a fort- 
night of battle, set off by the 
unvarying fact that about one 
third to one half of the envelopes ■ 
handed out each payday contain- 
ed less money than their recip- 
ients had expected.

X cannot recall a single esse 
among the hundreds of these 
monthly skirmishes in which the 
business office did not eventually 
pay up; yet it ratomed avarici- 
ously to the fray each payday. 
The only result was to create 
bad blood; and if the Chicago 


Tribune had been a normal paper, 
these tactics would have nude it 
necessary to replace something 
like a third of Us staff each 
mon th- But it was not a •porm*! 
paper; it was a sort of rollicking . 
dub and cult. We an liked each 
other, we loved patting out the 
paper, so we hung on, hating the 
business office together and try- 
ing to have as little to do with it 

as passible. 

We were forced to increase our 
contacts with windblatt, however, 
when a misbegotten genius in toe 
business department Invented a 
New Economic Policy which, sent 
us flocking to his money-dlspem- 
lng cage towards the end of every 
TnnnU i a month is a lon g time 
between paydays, and towards the 
last week of it, most of us had 
run completely out of money. Be- 
fore the NEP was inaugurated, it 
had occasionally been, possible to 
obtain an advance (never more 
than what had already been earn- 
ed, of course) on toe coming 
monthly salary by fainting to the 
floor and feigning mahurtrltlan. 

There was an obvious demand 


here, and It occurred to the busi- 
ness department to suppjy it. it 
was announced that it would no 
longer be necessary to 9 ass a 
means test, or to wheedle, plead 
ot beg. to obtain in advance of 
payday as much money as had al- 
ready been earned. It would be 
h an ded out to all applicants, au- 
tomatically— only it was no longer 
an. advance. It was a loan. You 
could borrow your own money for 
a charge of, if my memory is 
exact, 3 percent— which, since the 
average loan was tor a week and 
interest is normally figured by 
the year, worked out to 166 per- 
cent, a tidy figure for the lender.

The Chicago Tribune, however, 
was sot licensed to carry cm 
banking, much less usury; so the 
profits of this operation were 
paid Into the coffers of a non- 
profit organization created for 
the p ur po se , the Chicago Tribune 
Social Chib, 

The members of the editorial 
staff were virtually the sole con- 


tributors to its funds. Accountants 
are temperamentally capable of 
getting through an entire month 
Without replenishment The ad- 
vertising employees benefited by 
drawing accounts, all constantly 
overdrawn. Bo it was the im- 
poverished editorial men alone 
wbo fattened the kitty of the 
Chicago Tribune Social Club (to 

which, ah the paper's employees 

ware automatically enrolled) ; and 
whenever it became fat enough, 
the monoy was spent cm a shind ig 
far toe Social Club. No editorial 
man would have been caught dead 
at one of these affairs, so In tbs 
last analysis, the Social Club was 
a device by which the editorial 
department was permitted to pay 
for the lilghjinks of the business 
employees. "We shrugged our 
shoulders resignedly, for after all 
the syste m solved our end-of-the- 
mooth problems. Our visits to 
Wmdblatfa cage became more 
and more frequent. 

And then one day we came into 
the office and someone else was 
sitting in Wlndblatt’s chair. It 
• was as incredible as If the Rock

The 
GM rise would be all the com- 
pany asked, but Ford sought a 
15 percent increase. 

Chrysler probably wffl. be told 
to apply the unused portion of 
its previously granted price in- 
crease to these added costs, and 
American Motors will file another 
price Increase request with the 
panel, sources indicate.

SEC Alters Rule 
limiting Sales of 
Restricted Stock 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 <NYT>. 
—The Securities & Exchange 
Commission, after four years of 
study and controversy, put into 
effect yesterday a new Rule 144, 
changing the standards and pro- 
cedures under which “restricted 


their investments, as distinguish- 
ed from their income on policy 
premiums. 

The new rule is contained in 
detailed, legally binding regula- 
tions to be published in tomor- 
row’s Federal Register. The reg- 
ulations apply to all kinds of 
I n su r an c e except life insurance, 
which has been exempted fro m 
federal controls by tbe Cost of 
Living Council. 

Tbe rules set no specific celling 
on rate increases, bnt spell out 
a set of rules to be followed in 
figuring what rat*.*; may be 
charged. Already the commission 
has approved a 22 percent in- 
crease in health insurance rates 
for federal government employees. 


Restricted stock consists of cor- 
porate Shares that have been 
issued privately, without compli- 
ance with SEC registration and 
other requirements imposed on 
public sales of stock.

In summary Le Oorrtfs story 
sounds somewhat trite. Off on a 
spin In his custom-made -Bent- 
ley, the. pram-manufacturer's 
“supepram,” Cassidy arrives at 
Havendowtt— “not haH or court or 
grange, not Haverdown Manor. 
Just Haverd own .: a sovereign con- 
cept. as his. Oxford tutor would 
have said, requiring no qualifica- 
tion— whose purchase he is con- 
sidering e* his ultimate step to 
respectability. There, in the 
main house, he discovers what be 
naively and sentimentally takes 
to be the impoverished lord and 
lady of the estate, but who good 
turn out to be a couple of raf- 
fish squatters (“voluntary squat- 
ters,” the wife, Helen, explains. 
“Shamus doesn't belive in prop- 
erty, he says It’s a refuge from 
reality, so we go from one empty 
house to another”) After a night 
of hectic pub-crawling in the 
neighborhood and beyond, the 
three are deeply In love with one 
another, and Cassidy glimpses 
surcease from his stuffy London

At first, Shamus is. ttw ^nait> 
object of Cassidy's affection— not 
precisely homosexual, but a naive 
and sentimental male-bonding in- 
stinct He takes the novelist to 
Paris for after-business entertain- 
ment, Installs him in an elegant 
London .flat to he can concen- 
trate on toe hovel he says he is 
working on;.. and offers him a 
Swiss chalet for enduring physical 
comfort. But it is into Helen’s 
arms that Cassidy predictably col- 
lapses, a fall that at last shatters 
the conventional facade of his 
life and leads to the novel's bi- 
zarre denouement in the Swiss 
Alps.
